LEAVES HER SENSELESS. 


Pursued by Several Men, but 
Makes Escape and Boards 
a Halsted Street 
Car. 


Half a block from her house, 28 Marquette 
place, at twilight: last evening, Mre. Jose- 
known in Buena 
Park, and a member of various woman's 
clubs, was robbed by a holdup man. She 
was choked until nearly unconscious, and 
then was compelled to draw from her fingers 
her two diamond rings valued at $250. Her 
purse also was taken. 

Two women were halted by robbers a few 
nights ago a short distance from where Mrs. 
Loomis was held up. 

Then it ie also recalled that Mre. Bessie 
Hollister met her death a few weeks ago at 
the hands of Richard Ivens after he had 
Gragged her from a north side street some- 
what nearer the city. Mabel Reese was killed 
by a robber just after she had entered her 
flat in the same general neighborhood. 


City Police Powerless. 


So frequent have become the attacks on 
women that residents of Buena Park recently 
inaugurated a private police service. Even 
this extra precaution has not curbed the out- 
laws who elect to prey upon women in this 
part of Chicago. The city police in that 
region are so few in number ag to be power- 
lesa. 

As in many previous instances, Mrs, 
Loomis’ assailant was abroad early in the 
evening and apparently free from fear of 
the police. He did not wait for the streets 
to be deserted. He attacked her at an hour 
when, ordinarily, many persons are abroad.

They 
caught @ glimpse of the fleeing man and gave 
chase, but the man escaped. 


Found Lying Unconscious. 


Men who arrived after the first had gone 
in pursuit of the robber found Mrs. Loomis 
insensible on the sidewalk. Her friends were 
notified and she was taken to her house. 
Dr. George de Tarnowsky, 1479 Eastwood 
avenue, was called and remained in at- 
tendance until late in the evening.

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CRISIS NEAR AT ALGECIRAS 


Germany Follows Up Rebuff to 
France by Hostile Scheme. 


PROBLEM FOR CONFERENCE. 


Delegates Face Task of Settling Dis- 
pute; Fear of Failure Felt. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

LONDON, Feb. 20.—Germany'’s uncom- 
promising rejection of the French proposals 
for the settlement of the Moroccan contro- 
versy throws upon the international confer- 
ence now in session at Algeciras the full 
burden of solving the problem and adjudicat- 
ing upon the questions in dispute. 

The note submitted by France and its re- 
jection by Germany means that the direct 
effort made by the nations most interested 
to reach a private agreement hae failed. The 
situation so far as France is concerned is now 
exactly where it was in June, when M. Del- 
casse resigned his portfolio as French minis- 
ter of foreign affairs. What has just oc- 
curred is regarded, in effect, as a complete 
justification of the policy of M. Debcasse. 

A serious view is taken by the French and 
many other diplomatists, but it is altogether 
unreasonable to assume, as is done in some 
quarters, that war ie almost imminent. I is 
only now that the real work of the Algeciras 
conference will begin. If Germany and 
France could have agreed between them- 
selves there never would have been any need 
ef a conference. 

Conference Faces Problem. 

The points in dispute will now, for the first 
time, come before the delegates of all the 
powers. It is for them to strive to adjust or 
compromise the Franco-German dispute. If 
they fail, as it ie admitted ig probable, they 
can at least so clarify the situation that 


either party which attempted to make it a 


casus belli would incur the moral condemne- 
tion of all Christendom. 

On the top of its rejection of the French 
proposals regarding the policing of Morocco, 
Germany introduced in the conference to- 
day a praject for the creation of a state 
bank im Morocco, which has tended to ren- 
der the situation more acute and threatens 
to disrupt the conference. 

Thie proposal of Germany created even 
a worse impression among the French and 
British delegates than did the rejection of 
the French proposals last nigttt. 

Both the French and the British delegates 
consider that the German proposition shows 
an absolute disregard of France's position 
as the largest and privileged creditor of 
Morocco by giving every power equal con- 


trolling capacity on the administrative body. 


without reference to preferential claims rela- 
tive to existing loans. a 
Some Delegates in Despair. 

Other pointe with regard to control of the 
finances of Morocco also aroused objections. 
Count von Tattenbdach, the junior German 
Gelegaie, has repeatedly expressed the view 
that the settlement of the bank question was 
merely delayed by the necessity of first deal 
ing with the police, and this has led the 
French and British delegates to the belief 


| that Germany, was willing te ee oe 


promise on the financial controversy in re 
turn for French moderation regarding police. 

They consider that France's consent to en- 
tertain Germanys demand for the admit- 
tance of a third power as the controlling ele- 
ment in the police amply proves her desire 
for the success of the conference, and, there- 
fore, the uncompromising nature of the pres- 
ent German proposal is disappointing. 

Many of the delegates of the other powers 
also take a pessimistic view of the situation; 
but Henry White, the head of the American 
delegation, is still inclined to believe that 
there is a possibility of an eventual agree- 
ment. 

Germany’s Proposal Dangerous. 

The Algeciras correspondent of the Stand- 
ard says Germany's bank scheme “ seems 
almost Gesigned to break up the conference 
unless one knew there was @ neutral power in 
the background prepared to offer its good 
offices when necessary. One Gelegate ex- 
pressed the opinion that nothing can now 
save the situation except a change of front on 
Germany's part as complete as Japan's at 
Portsmouth.“ 

It is expected the Algeciras delegates will 
devote at least a fortnight to an attempt to 
reach an agreement, despite the apparent 
hopelessness of the task. If they fail no im- 
mediate crisis need be apprehended, unless it 
deliberately ig forced by Germany. 


¢ Gloomy Feeling in France. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. | 

PARIS, Feb. 20.—Events at Algeciras have 
produced the gloomiest feelings here. Hope- 
fulness, at least temporarily, has disappeared, 
although there is no excitement. Indeed, there 
is no suggestion of alarm or any talk of war. 
The best opinion continues to be convinced 
that the kaiser will not make Morocco a 
fighting question, while, as M. Cornely, writ- 
ing in the Siecle, says: “ The country which 
has waited thirty-five years to fight for Al- 
sace-Lorraine will not fight for Morocco.’

ESTATE OF $2,000,000 LOOSED 


Woman Had Sought Nine Years to Get 
Service on Former Husband. 


Events came thick and fast in the life of 
Benjamin Ewing Holladay yesterday. He 
came to Chicago to attend the funeral of his 
mother, Mrs. Lavinia Holladay, who died at 
the Avenue house, Evanston, on Saturday. 

By her death Mr. Holladay came into pos- 
session of $250,000, his share of the estate of 
her father, George W. Ewing, who died in 
1866, leaving $2,000,000 in trust for his grand- 
children. Mrs. Holladay was the last sur- 
viving child of Mr. Ewing and the distribu- 
tion of the estate awaited her death. The two 
millions were thus tied up for forty years. 

While attending the funeral services Mr. 
Holladay was ahadowed by a deputy 
sheriff, who stood watch over him at the 
cemetery. Half an hour later the sheriff 
served on Mr. Holladay two writs in aeuit for 
alimony brought by his former wife, Mre 
Lena H. Holladay. She had been seeking 
for nine years to get service on him. 


Superior Court Issues Writs. 

The original writ in Mrs. Holladay’s suit 
was outlawed two years ago. To revive the 
sult she had to file a new petition for alimony 
and bring an action in debt for §2,000. The 
write were issued by the Superior court. 

Fearing that Mr. Holladay would leave the 
city and state the instant the funeral serv- 
ices were ended, the woman's attorneys gave 
the writ to Deputy Sheriff Sanford A. Ross 
with instructions to serve it at the grave 
if necessary. Ross went to Rosehill and 
joined the funeral party. He did not know 
Mr. Holladay, and inquired among those 
standing over the grave. E. A. Philburn of 
New York, a relative, pointed him out. 

„But this is no place to serve legal papers, 
protested Mr. Philburn. Ross concluded to 
wait, and followed Mr. Holladay and the 
other mourners from the grave back to 
Evanston. In a few minutes the man sought 
came out of the hotel, grip in hand, and 
started to walk to the railroad station. Ross 
intercepted him and served the writs. 


Wife in Peru; Gets Divorce. 

Mr. Holladay obtained a decree of divorce 
from his wife in 1893 on the ground of deser- 
tion. This decreegvaspet aside, at Mrs. Hol- 
laday’s instance, as she alleged fraud. 

„My husband had induced me to make a 
trip to South America,” she said.

AT JACKSON BAM ‘| 


Two Hundred Accounts With- 
drawn; Savings Depositors 
Must Give Notice. 


CREELMAN IS THE CAUSE. 


Officers Say Directors Will Come 
to Rescue if Necessary to 
Save Institution. 


Two hundred depositors drew their money 
from the Jackson Trust and Savings bank, 
in the Railway Exchange building, yester- 
day, following an announcement that the 
etate bank examiner had inspected its books 
and a report that the bank was involved 
in loans to F. E. Creelman and his inter- 
ests. Mr. Creelman’s methods are held re- 
sponsible for the failure of the Bank of 
America last week. 

Joy Morton and other wealthy directors 
of the bank, who are out of the city, are 
hastening to a conference with the o als, 
and at a meeting to be held in the city this 
afternoon it is predicted that steps will be 
taken to tide the institution over,the trouble 
into which it has fallen. The bank, as far 
as can be learned, has not asked for any 
outside assistance. 


Says Bank Can Weather Storm. 

President W. H. Eagan announced at the 
close of banking hours that every depositor 
would be paid in full and that the institu- 
tion would be able to weatherthestorm. He 
denied that help had been asked of any other 
bank, but intimated that the directors of 
the International Salt company, particularly 
Joy Morton, stood behind any doubtful pa- 
per that the bank held. 

President Eagan and the other officials re- 
fused to state the amount of the withdraw- 
als during the day, although admitting that 
some 200 commercial depositors had taken 
their money away. The bank officials exer- 
cised their right to demand sixty days’ no- 
tice Defore savings depositors could with- 
draw their money. They said the presence 
of State Bank Examiner Jones in the bank 
was a mere coincidence. 


Examiner Works Twenty-four Hours. 

The condition of things at the close of 
business ig stated by Mr. Jones, who had 
spent all night and all day in the bank, as 
follows: 

“TI cannot tell yet what the exact condi- 
tion of the bank is, although I think it will 
pull through. The chances are good. There 
is some Creelman per among the assets, 
but I do not know how much yet. I know 
that the officials heard from Mr. Morton 
today.”’ 

President Hagan said: ‘“ Everything is 
all right so far. It will bea big surprise to 
me if we do not come outallright. This bank 
will not close. We have directors with a 
good deal of money, and we are going to con- 
tinue to do business as usual. The depusit- 
ors will get their money. Mr. Jones hap- 
pened to pick out our bank for examination 
at this time. It does not argue that he sus- 


‘pected anything. There is no chance of any 


one filing a bill for a receiver. All the Creel- 
man paper has been taken care of. 

“Ts it true that Mr. Morton has consented 
to stand behind the Creelman paper?“ 

„% «il I can say is that there are men with 
money behind this bank. Mr. Morton will be 
here in the morning. He has started from 
New York. As to the amount of money with- 
drawn today/I have pledged myself not to 
tell. It is not the business of the public. I 
had no notion of any trouble until this morn- 
ing. The money taken out has beem small 
commercial deposits.“ 

Bank Involved with Creelmans. 

That the Jackson Trust and Savings bank 
has been involved closely with the Creel- 
mans, father and son, has been an open 
secret among Chicago financial men since 
the failure of ‘the Bank of America. In the 
line of depositors that stood in front of the 
bank in the afternoon was a messenger from 
the offices of the Franklin Printing and En- 
graving company. He said that he was act- 
ing for L. G., Muller, secretary of the com- 


pany. 

“Mr. Muller is not worrying much,” said, 
the young man. He was told by Attorney 
Clarence Darrow three weeks ago that the 
Jackson Trust and Savings tank had loaned 
money on Creelman’s notes and took out 
all his deposit but $100.” 

Officers of the Jackson Trust and Savings 
appeared among the list of directors in the 
F. E. Creelman Lumber and Manufacturing 
company. President Eagan lives at the Hotel 
Metropole, where the Creelmans aleo reside. 
It is known also that F. M. Creelman bor- 
rowed a large amount of money from the 
Jackson bank, and it is admitted by Mr. 
Creelman’s attormeys that he put up as col- 
lateral $48,000 in stock of the Illinois Hard- 
wood Lumber company, a concern which 
may pase into the hands of a receiver today. 


Officers Summoned to Testify. 

Court proceedings in the Creelman receiv- 
ership before Judge Landis during the day 
involved the bank further with the high 
financiers. Judge Landis, in trying to get at 
the real responsibility of the Creelmans, or- 
dered that subpcenaes be issued for all the 
‘officers of the Jackson Trust and Savings 
bank to explain all Creelman’s transactions 
with the bank. Frank M. Creelman also was 
summoned. The question as to whether the 
Jackson bank was given preference as a cred- 
itor in the affairs of the Bank of Amertca will 
be taken up. 

Other transactions are alleged to have had 
something to do with the bank's @ifficulties. 
It was reported that loans made by Presi- 
dent Eagan to the Ross Construction com- 
pany were held responsible equally with the 
Creelman notes. This is a concern to build a 
trolley line from Elgin to Aurora. It is said 
that large loans were made to this company. 


Decker Denies Creelman Loans. 

Vice President David Decker, who arrived 
during the day from Casco, Wis., was in- 
dignant in denying that the bank held any 
Creelman paper. 

Mr. Creelman came in here the other 
morning,“ hesaid. ‘‘ We demanded payment 
of the notes. He went over to the Bank of 
America and got the money. I know noth- 
ing of the details of the transaction. The 
bank people and Receiver Healy are angry 
because we got the money. 

“All Creelmun paper has been taken up. 
All, I Say.“ 

Do you mean the Illinois Hardwood Lum- 
ber company also?“ 

“I mean Creelman, all of Creelman. He 
owes us nothing. We are through with him. 
All creditors will get their money. This 
Creelman paper was not more than $25,000, 
any way, not enough to cause us any trouble.” 


Takes from One to Pay Another. 

The transaction with the Bank of America 
has caused some friction, which probably 
will be shown in court today. The manner 
of the transaction is said to be this: Mr. 
Creelman got $70,000 from the Bank of Amer- 
ica, giving collateral security, and took this 
‘money over to the Jackson bank, & move 
which created consternation among the cred- 
itors of the Bank of America when they

Officers of the defunct. Bank of America 
from the beginning planned to evade the 
state law and boasted that they had over- 
come the statute forbidding branch banks. 
C. Levinson, a stockholder of the bank and 
attorney for a number of other stockholders 
who were caught in the failure. 

The bank opened on Dec. 4. On last 
Thanksgiving evening there was a banquet 
for the stockholders at the Sherman bovse 
and directors and officers were elected. At 
that dinner G. F. Sorrow, afterwards vice 
president of the institution, unfolded the 
scheme for evading the statute relative to 
branch banks by establishing agencies in 


| drug stores. 


Mr. Sorrow’s remarks on that occasion 
will be used with other evidence before the 
grand jury to support charges of conspiracy, 


| confidence game, and obtaining money under 
false pretenses. 


State Auditor Under Fire. 

At the same fime the conduct of the office 
of State Auditor McCullough will form the 
basis of inquiries.. A good many of the stock- 
holders are of opinion that the state auditor 
lost valuable time when he was aware that 
the bank was insolvent and is to be blamed 
for not letting them know about it. It is 
admitted that the law is inadequate and 
designed in the interest of bankers rather 
than stockholders and depositors. The bank- 
ers have opposed stringent banking legisla- 
tion, it is asserted, from selfish motives. 

“We should have branches of this bank 
all over the eſty,“ Mr. Sorrow is reported 
to have said at that memorable dinner. 
“Then we could bring out the money that 
is hidden away in stoves, in cupboards, in 
stockings, and old cups. We want that 
money for our bank. We are not permitted 
to establish branch banks but we heve found 
a way to get around that law. We will have 
agencies in 100 drug stores. The druggists 
won't act as our agents but as the agents 
for the depositors. It's a great scheme.’ 

Bank Examiner Jones learned about the 
plan later and stopped it. 


Smith’s Statement About Surplus. 

At the dinner former Judge Abner Smith, 
afterwards the bank’s president, represented 
that for every dollar of capital stock, or 
$250,000 paid in, there was 51 of surplus and 
this statement afterwards was advertised on 
the bank's circulars. As a matter of fact, 
there was but $17,000 surplus. The state law 
does not require the bank examiners to in- 
quire into the surplus of a bank. 

On this representation concerning the sur- 
plus the charge of obtaining money under 
false pretenses will be based. 

The state banking law provides for an ex- 
amination of banks once each year. It sets 
forth that the state auditor has the authority 
once in three months to call for a report from 
a bank and if a bank fails to comply with the 
demand, after five days’ notice, a penalty of 
$100 for each day the report is not forthcom- 
Sing may be imposed. Provision also is made

The run at the bank caused a good deal 
of mild excitement on the street. Crowds 
were before the door at 8 o'clock in the 
morning, and at 3 o’clock in the afternoon 
there were as many as 200 in line, filling 
the lobby of the Railway Exchange build- 
ing clear to the elevators. Excitement was 
caused two or three times by overeager de- 
positors. Men from rival banks circulated 
among those anxious to get their money out 
with circulars advertising the advantages 
and safety of other banks. 

At 3 o'clock promptly President Hagan 
jumped on a chair and called out: 

In accordince with banking rules this 
bank will close for the day now. All de- 
positors will get their money. The doors 
will open at 10 o’clock in the morning.“ 


History of the Bank. „ 


The bank was founded three years ago, 
opening for busines®at 58 Jackson boule- 
vard. At the time of the organization 
James W. Stevens, president of the Llinois 
Life Insurance company, held a large 
amount of stock, but he withdrew a year 
later. The concerh was promoted after that 
by Charles T. Champion; who came to Chi- 
cago from Hutchinson, Kas. Mr. Eagan. be- 
came president then. He was cashier of the 
First National bank of Hutchinson.

capital. is discovered, but this action cannot 
be taken until thirty days after the president 
has*been notified. 

On Dec. 15 Auditor McCullough was fully 
informed as to the financial condition of the 
Bank of America, but did nothing except cor- 
respond with its officers in regard to its 
dubious assets. No effective action was taken 
until Clarence S. Darrow ascertained the 
bank's oondition and took the necessary steps 


to wind up its affairs. 


Law Amended for Bankers. 

A feature of the Illinois, banking law that 
is designed primarily in the interest of the 
bankers is the amendment of 1908 to the act 
protecting bank depositors. Under this law 
it is practically impossible to convict any 
banker for receiving deposits while insolvent. 
It places the burden of proof on the depos- 
tors. They must show that the banker re- 
ceiving the deposits must be aware of the 
bank’s insolvency at the time the deposits 
are taken. In the Bank of America’s failure 
President Smith and Creelman both claimed 
that the securities that they gave the bank 
were worth much more than the money they 
borrowed from the institution, and in their 
defense they are expected to claim that they 
were not aware of the bank’s insolvency. 

It is likely that the failure of the Bank of 
America will result in efforts being made to 
change the banking laws of the state in sev- 
eral essentials. 

In the prosecution of the banking officials 
it will be held that they are criminally lia- 
ble under the common law declaring it con- 
spiracy to engage in any act detrimental to 
public interests. There also is a statutory 
liability for criminal conspiracy that covers 
any act injurious to public trade. 

Under sec. 200 of the criminal code, At- 
torney Levinson believes that President 
Smith and other officers of the bank may 
be indicted for operating a confidence game. 
The contention will be that Smith used his 
reputation as a judge and man of integrity 
to attract investors, and that he made fals 
statements regarding the surplus, which ma 
form the basis for another indictment.

Dr. Zeit’s testimony failed to make the 
favorable cage for the defense that had been 
anticipated and it was discredited largely tn 
the cross examination, in which the professor 
admitted that the woman might have died 
of arsenic poisoning, although, he main- 
tained, she was suffering with an aggravated 
case of Bright's disease as shown by her in- 
ternal organs, 

Dr. Zeit said in hie testimony that Dr. 
Lewke had brought to him the liver, kid- 
neys, and spleen of Mrs. Hoch and had asked 
for an examination. He detailed all he did 
and explained what he found. He said the 
organs were abnormal and were positively 
afflicted with an aggravated Bright's dis- 

He said Dr. Lewke agreed with him 
and said he was satisfied the woman had 
not died of poison, but that, as the newspa- 
pers hed alleged such to be the case, it 


| would be necessary to make every possible 


examination. 

Dr. Zeit them said he had not seen the 
stomach and other organs. He did not know 
what the testimony had been in the case, 
but he presumed that Dr. Lewke had testified 
to the real facts as they had been demon- 
strated in his (Zeit’s) laboratory. Dr. Zeit

On orose examination Dr. Zeit admitted the 
amount of poison claimed to have been found 
in Mrs. Hoch’s stomach was sufficient to kill 
her and that a much smaller dose would 
have accomplished that end and tnat in her 
condition of health even fess than two grains 
might have killed.

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HURLS CHILDREN TODEATH 


MOTHER THEN ENDS OWN LIFE BY 
LEAPING FROM STEAMER. 


Former Chicago Woman Who “Could 
Not Live and Could Not Leave Her 
Little Ones Behind” Ends Their 
Lives and Her Own — No One Sees 
Tragedy on Fall River Boat—Note 
to Husband Appeals for His For- 
giveness. 


New York, Feb. 20.—[Spevial.]—Mrs. John 
W. Waters of Brooklyn and formerly of Chi- 
cago and her three children—two girls and 
a boy—the eldest 4 years old, the youngest 
6 months, took passage on the steamer 
Plymouth for Fall River Monday afternoon. 
Before the boat arrived at Newport this 
morning the stateroom they had occupied 
was found empty: Notes found in the room 
show beyond doubt that some the m the 
night the mother had thrown her three chil- 
dren and herself overboard. 

Nobody knows when the tragedy occurred, 
for no ond on the boat saw the woman or 
her children after they went to their state- 
room. It is believed that the woman took 
passage expressiy for the purpose of ending 
the lives of her children and herself. 

Mrs. Waters had been in ill health ever 
since the birth of her second child, two years 
ago. She had been in a sanitarium recently 
and was thought to have recovered. 


Husband Stunned by News. 

Her husband, John W. Waters, general man- 
ager of the ineurance bureau of the National 
Manufacturers’ association, spent a sleepless 
night looking for his missing family. He ar- 
rived at his office, 170 Broadway, early this 
morning, to be met there with a message 
from the steamship company telling him of 
the notes found in the stateroom. It was the 
Arst news he had had that his wife and chil- 
dren had gone on the boat. When he received 
it he realized that his little family was lost. 
He was like a man suddenly paralyzed. 

Shortly before the Plymouth arrived at 
Newport this morning Mrs. Waters’ etate- 
room door was found wide open. On the 
door, hanging by a pin, was a note. In the 
room were the children's wraps and those of 
the. mother, a bag, and nursing bottles. The 
note pinned to the door had been written on 
a Fall River line envelope with blue indelible 
pencil. It was addressed to John Waters, 
170 Broadway, New York. 


Asks N in Note. 


It read: 

Dear Husband: Forgive this trouble. I have 
nearly broken my heart, dear John. Forgive me 
for causing you this sorrow, but I could not live 
and I could not leave the children. I have wor- 
ried so much I fear insanity and I could not leave 


the children. LELLA. 

The other note, scrawled on a piece of 
brown wrapping paper in pencil, was found 
on the washstand. This note read: 

„% Dear John: Don’t think I don’t care. O, 
if you only knew.“ 

Then followed a list of personal belongings 
which she asked that he give to various 
friends and relatives. 

Officers made a careful examination of the 
boat before the Plymouth reached Newport. 
The search failed to reveal any trace of the 
children or their mother. 

Mr. Waters was 82 years old and frail 
looking. She was a daughter of Capt. James 
Brady, a prominent politician of Fall River 
and now collector of port there. She and her 
husband were married nine yearsago. They 
lived in Providence some years. There their 
eldest child, Helen, was born. 

Yearned to Return Here. 

Four years ago they moved.to Chicago, 
where Waters became secretary to a fire in- 
surance company. The other children, born 
there, were Dorothy, aged 2, and John, the 
baby, who was 6 months old. 

The Waters family moved here ftom Chi- 
cago four or five monthe ago. After moving 
here, according to their friends, Mrs. Waters 
became worse, and imagined she was un- 
happy. At times she expressed a desire to 
return to Chicago. Her husband finally sent 
her to the Bristol sanitarium, Bristol, R. I., 
for. treatment. When she returned she 
seemed better. 


Chicago Neighbors Recall Her. 

Former neighbors of Mrs. John W. Waters, 
who threw her three children and herself 
leaped from a Fall River steamer yeaterday, 
say that the woman had displayed signs of in- 
sanity while she lived at 604 East Sixtieth 
street. It was stated also that domestic 
troubles probably hed been the cause of ex- 
treme nervousness which later developed into 


inganity. 
Mrs. Charles Julian Stone, who Hves at 606 


Sixtieth street, said that Mra. Waters was 


educated, but wae never 
able to control herself. She said the woman 
frequently acted as insane. Mrs. Stone's 
statements were borne out by other residents 
of the apartment building in which Mrs, 
Waters formerly ved.

A. B. degree, chiefly by aa vin to the stu- 
dents the time sometimes spent in prepar- 
ing for intercoflegiate athletic contests and 
also the time taken at other institutions in 
preparing for éxaminations. 

The working out of this problem has been 
watched . closely by President. Wright since 
he took charge of the affairs of the college, 
and in a statement today he says he is sat- 
isfied that Clack college has solved the prob- 
lem. He said: 

The first step e such an adjustment 
was the adoption of the group system of 
studies, under which the regular subjects 
and the electives were properly balanced. 
Without going into details, it may be as- 
serted that these groups comprehend in- 
struction in.all those branches legitimately 
belonging to the college course. The amount 
of work to be done is nearly the same as 
in four year colleges, as, for instance, while 
Harvard calls for fifty-one hours to a course 
for a half year in college terms of four 
years, Clark calls for 50 hours in three years. 


Athletics Distracting Feature. 


“The large amount of time expended dur- 
ing a four years’ course in intercollegiate 
athletics was eliminated at Clark college. 
The distractions of such contests were en- 
tirely removed and students used dll the 
time that otherwise would have beem de- 
voted to intercollegiate games upon their 
pure college work. Nevertheless, they were 
to have and do have abundant means for 
amusements in indulgence in games of all 
Kinde, but under proper regulations. This 
was a great gain, for while in coldeges gen- 
erally where tmercollegiate contests take 
up a large part of the intereste of students 
for two or three weeks at a time it is-im- 


possible to secure close attention from the. 


students. 

“Through prohibition of intercollegiate 
contests, adjustment of examinations avoids 
suspending the regular exercises of the col- 
lege and by the elimination of waste meth- 
ods Clark college is able to. give the stu- 
dente as much real Instruction as is given by 
four year colleges to its candidates for a 
bachelor’s degree, and they come up as well 
equipped on the whole as students who have 
been under a four years’ course. 

Standing of Students Shown. 

The statement is well corroborated by the 
standing of the men first graduated from 
Clark college. Harvard university, which at 
first declined to admit graduates of Clark 


‘college to the law school without examina- 


tion on an equality with the graduates of 
other colleges, on first application for such 
admission announced that graduates of 
Clark would be admitted on diplomas. 

* Personally, I think in a year or two the 
faculty of Clark will be able to announce 
without reservation that a three year course 
accomplishes all that ordinarily is accom- 
plished in a four year college. I believe the 
three year course will be adopted slowly but 
universally. I need not go into the argu- 
2 which will be used in convincing col - 

authorities of the truth of this state- 
ment. It is only necessary to show how the 
system works at Clark.”

Mrs. Lillie Davis Tells Court That She 
Went with Defendant to His Office 
and They Looked Over His Family 
Portraits Until His Emotions Over- 
came Him and He Bestowed His At- 
fection, Unsought, Upon Her—De- 
mands Vindication,

kisses and a jury in Judge Wright’s court 
made the award yesterday.

rug SNIFF A MURDER 


LINCOLN PARK LAGOON DRAGGED 
ALL DAY FOR THE BODY. 


Investigation Caused by Report of 
Four Frightened Women That They 
Saw Three Men Carrying a Help- 
less Fellow Mortal Who Possibly 
Had Been Killed—Suggestion That 
Good Samaritans Were Taking an 
Intoxicated Person Home Spurned. 


Another Lincoln park murder mystery ”’ 
has been muffed by the police depart- 
ment. The mystery itself was simple. Four 
frightened young womén employed as nurses 
in Augustana hospital saw three men carry- 
ing a helpless man through the park near 
the north lagoon Sunday evening. There- 
fore, according to the police syllogism, when 
the girls ran away the trio pitched the man, 
dead or alive’ but probably dead, into the 
north lagoon. What more obvious than that? 

Yet a whole day devoted to chopping the 
ice in the lagoon, and to other character- 
istic police measures, yielded no clew to 
the tragedy,’’ though some disrespectfully 
inclined persons advanced the theory that the 
helpless man probably was drunk and three 
of his personal friends were carrying him 
home. The police announced last night that 
— would continue the investigatlon to- 


Capt. Bush Is Incredulous. 


Only one policeman seemed to doubt the 
murder theory. Capt. Busch of the Lincoln 
park squad, after jabbing at blocks of ice 
in the lagoon until he had skinned his 
knuckles, remarked: 

“Seeing that the newspaper photogra- 
phers have gone home, I guess you gen- 
darmes might as well come out of that 
ditch. The inspector has announced, just 
in time for the last sporting extras, that he 
‘ will lea ve no stone unturned in this investi- 
gation,’ which means you back to the boat- 
hooks tomorrow. This is a ghastly murder 
and it must be solved.“ 

Assistant Chief Schuettler and Inspector 
Lavin took personal charge of the work and 
ordered the park policemen to drag the la- 
goon. This was found to be impossible on 
account of the heavy ice, the breaking up of 
which with axes, boathooks, and grappling 
hooks consumed the entire day. 


Dynamite Plan Is Vetoed. 
Schuettler decided to explode dynamite in 
the lagoon to expedite matters, but the park 
commissioners vetoed the scheme, declaring 
the explosive would ruin the new cement 
walls. 

Some one reported to Inspector Lavin that 
William Noonan, 97 Cleveland avenue, who 
disappeared Sunday afternoon, probably had 
been pitched into the lagoon. Two detec- 


raced up Cleveland avenue only to run into 
Mr. Noonan, who was returning home.

Most Prominent of Confucian Leaders 
Ends Life in Protest to Conven- 
tion with Japan. 


Victoria, B. C., Feb. 20.—Another patriotic 
suicide to protest to Japanese occupancy in 
Corea is reported. Mr. Chong, reputed the 
most prominent of Confucian literati in 
Corea, announced that he would commit sui- 
cide in protest to the convention with Japan, 
but the Japanese police prevented him from 
doing so and returned him under kuard to his 
native place. His wife refused to admit him, 
stating he would be eternally disgraced if he 
tamely abandoned his determination. He 
then went to a temple and swallowed opium, 
leaving a farewell document addressed to the 
Corean people and another to his fellow liter- 
ati, declaring that death was the only re- 
course at this juncture for a true Corean 
patriot.

Dual Role of Detective for One 


Side and Assassin for Other 
Played by Orchard. 


CONSPIRACY IS LAID BARE 


Idaho Authorities in Possession 
of Evidence Enough to Cost 
Lives of Many Plotters. 


Denver, Colo., Feb. 20.—Harry Orchard, 
who is under arrest m Idaho, charged with 
assassinating former Gov. Steunenberg, and 
who has a confession charging the 
leaders of the Western Federation of Min- 
ers with instigating a number of dynamite 
outrages and murders, was in the employ 


tion as a detective during the great strike 
in the Cripple Creek district. This faet will 
be used in the defense of the accused labor 
leaders when they are brought to trial in 
the courts of Idaho. 

The following facts concerning Orchard 
were learned today from a reliable source: 

was a member of the Western 

Federation of Miners and employed in the 
Cripple Creek district when the famous strike 
was ordéreds In November, 1903, he ap- 
proached a conductor named Jones on the 
Florence and Cripple Creek railroad and in- 
tr himself as a brother mason. 

am a member of the miners’ union,” 
said Orchard, and last night I heard some 
of the members of the union planning to 
wreck a train on this road. I do not believe 
in such methods, and I thought I would come 
to you and tell of the plot. I picked you out 
because you are a mason.” 


Orchard Employed as Detective. 


Jones immediately took Orchard to Scott 
and -Sterling, the detectives for the Mine 
Owners’ association. He repeated his story, 
and Scott and Sterling immediately employed 
him as a detective to work for the Mine 
Owners’ association. He was instructed to 
3 the meetings of the union and report 

7. 

Orchard continued in the employ of the 
Mine Owners’ association until June, 1904. 
The day before the explosion which wrecked 
the Independence station he collected some 
life insurance due him because of the death 
of a relative. After the explosion at the In- 
dependence station on June 6 he disappeared. 
A mob took possession of Cripple Creek and 
Victor and attempts were made to force con- 
fessions from many suspected persons. One 
man was suspended by his thumbs and final- 
ly agreed to tell the name of the man who 
had caused the explosion. When he waslow- 
ered to the ground he said: 

Harry Orchard did it.“ 

The pursuit of Orchard was taken up, blood- 
hounds being employed. Orchard and a com- 
panion named Neville immediately after the 
Independence explosion secured a rig and 
érove out of Cripple Creek. They went across 
the country, avoiding the more important 
towns. When they reached Greeley they 
disposed of their rig and took a train for 
Cheyenne, where Orchard received a con- 
siderable sum of money from friende in 
Colorado and disappeared. 


Arrested for Steunenberg Murder. 

He returned to Denver last April, and vis- 
ited the headquarters of the federation of 
miners in this city. He said that he feared 
arrest because of the charges made against 

him in connection with the Independence ex- 
plosion, and had, therefore, changed his 
name to Hogan. For a time he worked for 
various insurance companies in this city, 
and last August left Colorado, saying he was 
going to New York. The next heard of him 
he had been arrested in Idaho, charged with 
the assassination of Steunenberg. 

„ will not say whether or not Harry Or- 
chard did make the confession attributed to 
him,“ said Detective James MeParlan to- 
day. ‘‘ Numerous efforts were made to in- 
timidate the man into saying things against 
himself, but I refused to allow this. 

McParlan claims to have positive evidence 
that members of t Western Federation 
planned and carried out the assassination of 
Detective Lyte Gregory, killed mysteriously 
in West Denver two years ago; cf Martin 
Gleason, superintendent of the Wild Horse 
mine at Cripple Creek, who was thrown down 
a shaft; of Arthur Collins, superintendent of 
the Smuggler-Union mine at Telluride, who 
was shot from ambush; of the xillirg of four- 
teen men in the explosion at the Independ- 
ence depot near Cripple Creek, June 6, 1904; 
of the murder of Martin B. Walley, who was 
killed last summer by an explosion in this 
city, = of other murders. 

The killing of Walley is said to have been 
accidental, the nitro glycerin with which he 
was killed having been placed on a vacant lot 
through hich Chief Justice Gabbert of the 
Supreme court was accustomed to pass, with 
the intention of killing him.

Heyburn bill, as it will pass the senate, does 

not give the buregqu of chemistry or the sec- 

of agriculture or any other govern- 

ment officer the right to determine whether 
food products are pure orimpure. 

According to section 4 the bureau of chem- 

is in- 


treasury, secretary of agriculture, and sec- 


retary of commerce and labor. The bureau 
of chemistry initiates no examinations of its 
own under this law, and the results of its 
findings when submitted to the secretary of 
agriculture are neither more nor less than 
evidence. 

After an examination is made, if Dr. Wiley’s 
bureau should find that certain preservatives 
are used in excess, or whisky has been fla- 
vored, as most ot them are, with poisonous 
substances, or that an article has been mis- 
branded, as most patent medicines are today, 
the secretary of agriculture is required to 
give notice of the facts to the manufacturers 
or sellers who may be interested. At the 
same time public notice would be made to all 
other pérsons, corporations, or communi- 
ties who might be interested in the act. 
Thereupon @ public hearing is held by thé 
secretary of agriculture. at which evidence 
may be introduced to sustain or disprove the 
findings of the bureau of chemistry. Appar- 
ently the rights of the manufacturer Are 
guarded in this section to the last degree, and 
he has ample opportunity before a single pro- 
ceeding is taken against his product to estab- 
lish either its purity or the fact that any im- 
purity does not render it injurious. 


How Proposed Law Would Work. 

If after a chemical analysis by the bureau, 
of which Dr. Witey at present is the head, 
and the hearing at which manufacturers are 
permitted to present their side of the case. 
the secretary of agriculture still believes any 
of the provisions of the act have been vio- 
lated, he does mot even then have ministerial 
power to bar the product. He must submit 
the evidence to the proper United States 
district attorney with a copy of the results 
of the analysis or an examination duly au- 
thenticated under oath. Thereupon the dis- 
trict attorney is required to present satis- 
factory evidence of such violation before the 
proper courts of the United States for the 
recovery of fines and the enforcement of pen- 
alties as provided in the proposed law. 

If anything this is a weakness and not in- 
justice, so far as the Heyburn bill is con- 
cerne J. It seems Mkely that the manufac- 
turer can vary his product by a slight degree 
and thus possibly escape anything except 
punishment for a first offense. 

That is to say, a preparation of catsup 
might contain 1 per cent of benzoic acid, in 
which case it would be dangerous, and the 
manufacturer could be fined. As soon as 
he was called up, however, he could reduce 
the amount to one-half of 1 per cent, change 
his labels accordingly, and this would be 
an entirély new product. Gradually as he 
was prosecuted out of one corner he could 
retreat to another, so it might take years 
to get the proportion of bengoic acid down 
to the small percentage which chemists agree

Provides Federal Supervision. 


Manufacturers who have been led to believe 
the proposed law puts extraordinary power in 
the hands of Dr. Wiley or the bureau of 
chemistry or secretary of agriculture, or any 
other government officer, scarcely can have 
read the bill, which is now about to be put 
on its passage in the senate. It does nothing 
more than provide for federal supervision, 
and in every case violation must be prose- 
cuted in the courts. No government officer 
is intrusted with the authority of declaring 
whether a thing is legal or illegal, harmful 
or harmless, and the law specifies only cer- 
tain general standards as a guide for making 
the necessary examinations to develop evi- 
dence to be used subsequently in public 
prosecutions in the federal courts. 

There scarcely is a statute now on the 
books of the United States which protects 
a wrongdoer to such an extraordinary de- 
gree as this pure food law. Instead of there 
being danger that manufecturers will be 
persecuted by the government, there is every

No Snap Judgments Taken. 

In this case, as in regard to food products, 

the proposed law takes no snap judgments 
whatsoever.

He would have 
the same right to inquiry before the secretary 
of agriculture and the falsity of his labels 
would have to be proved in a federal court 
before he could be fined a dollar. 

A patent medicine under the Heyburn 15 
is declared to be misbranded “if the pack - 
age containing it or its label shall bear any 
statement regarding ingredients or sub- 
stances contained therein which statement 
shall be false or misleading in any particu- 
lar, or if the same is falsely branded as to 
the country, state, or place therein which 
it is manufactured or produced, or if the con- 
tents of the original package shall have been 
removed in whole or part, and other contents 
shall have been placed in such package.“ 

The proprietor of, a patent medicine who 
says his concoct is a positive cure for 
consumption naturally would be subject to 
prosecution if he failed to cure every case. 
But he could safely say his medicine was 
likely to cure consumption or cured the most 
cases, or was a good thing for consumptives. 
Even extravagant claims for a patent medi- 
cine such as those which now are printed on 
labels would subject the makers to prosecu- 
tion only when the fact has been properly es- 
tablished in a federal court that the label 
was misleading. Neither Dr. Wiley nor any 
other government official could stop the sale 
of any drug or medicine, and the best they 
could do would be to furnish evidence for 
prosecution, 

The pure food bill confers no such powers 
upon government officialg:as the revenue 
officers now have, nor does it approach in 
its arbitrary character the power granted 
bank examiners or custom house officers. It 
provides the machinery for the prosecution 
of dishonest manufacturers and sellers, and 
does absolutely nothing more.

The Master Builder" is but rarely seen 
on the American stage.

It 
is @ remarkably fine makeup and the admira- 
bly consistent work of the actor makes this 
portrayal one of the most completely artistic 
he thus far has offered here. The other réles 
he has assumed hawe seemed nearer to his 
Own personality and individuality, but Sol- 
ness was a pure product of the player's art 
and skill, and it was masterly. 

Mme, Nasimoff gave Hilda with alt the 
vivacity, lightness, grace, personal charm, 
and constant employment of effective byplay 
and, delicate shading that are found in all her 
work.

CLERGY CENSURE A JUDGE 


METHODIST MINISTERS CONDEMN 
STRIKE INJUNCTION. 


Holé@om’s Order Restraining Union 
Printers from Talking to Men Whe 
Superseded Them Is Declared to Be 
an Unwearranted Violation of the 
Constitutional Guaranty of Freedom 
of Speech—Clash of Rival Organiza- 
tions of Carriage and Cab Drivers, | 


Another attack, emanating from the Meth- 
odist ministers’ association, was aimed yes- 
terday at the injunction issued by Judge 
Holdom against the striking printers. At 
their regular weekly meeting the ministers 
condemned the writ on the ground that it is 
“un-American” and in resjraint of free 
speech. 

A committee which was appointed last 
week to draft resolutions bearing on the 
strike made a report favorable to Typo- 
graphical union No. 16 and recommended that 
the ministers go on record as opposed to 
injgnctions so far reaching as that issued 
by Judge Holdom. Some objection was raised 
because the jurist had not been asked to 
present his side of the case, wheréas both 
the president and the organizer of the typo- 
graphical union had been heard on the sub- 
ject repeatedly. The vote on the resolu- 
tions, however, was practically unanimous. 

Freedom of Speech Demanded. 

In substance, the resolutions expressed the 
opinion that court orders which tend to cur- 
tall personal liberty and restrict free speech 
are à menace to the community, and in op- 
position to the constitution of the United 
States. That part of the Holdom order which 
forbade the printers talking with nonunion 
compositors who had.taken strikers’ places 
was singled out specially fer condemnation. 

“Injunctions may be carried too far, in 
our opinion,” said the Rev. J. P. Brushigg- 
ham, after the meeting. They should aot 
go #0 far as to interfere with a citizen's 
natural rights. The ministers regarded the 
question purely from a moral standpoint 
without reference to ita legal phases.“ 

While the ministers were assailing Judge 

mis writ two more members of Typo- 
pal union No. 16, Thomas Loftus and 
David Pallman, were cited te appear before 
Judge Gary on March 2 to answer charges 
of contempt of court in violating the injunc- 
tion. 
Master Steamfitters Protest. 

A breach in the friendly relations between 
3.000 steamfitters and their employers is 
threatened because of the sympathetic strike 
on the new Borland block, Monroe and La 
Salle streets. The steamfitters walked out 
two weeks ago in sympathy with the stone 
cutters. Protests filed by the Master Steam- 
fitters’ association will be considered today 
by the union. The employers are basing their 
grievance on the fact that the egreement 
entered into with the steamfitters provides 
that there shall be no sympathetic strikes. 

Demand by Theater Musicians. 

Striking orchestra musicians at the Great 
Northern theater learned that their places 
had been taken by members of a rival organ- 
tzation, the American Musicians’ union.

CORONER’S PANEL BLAMES con 


DUCTOR AND MOTORMAN. 


Charges of Criminal Carelesaness to 
Be Considered by the Grand Jury— 
Pennsylvania Railroad Train Crew 
Censured for Violation of Speed 
Limit Fixed by Ordinance—South 
Chicago Citizens Will Hold Mass- 
meetings for Track Elevation. 


Evegett M. Day and Charles Dowler, motor- 
man and conductor on the street car which 
was struck by a Pennsylvania train at One 
Hundred and Sixth street Feb. 12, when 
three persona were killed and nine injured, 
were held to the grand jury yesterday at 
the inquest at the South Chicago police 
station. 

The jury gave the opinion that Day and 
Dowler were guilty of criminal careless- 
ness, and censured the Pennsylvania rail- 
road for “ exceeding the speed limit as pre- 
scribed by the ordinances of the city of 
Chicago and for not complying with the 
ordinance providing for the placing of gates 
at the place of the accident.”’ 

Mre. Louise Bacon and Mrs. Sadie Lucy, 
10214 Ewing avenue, and May Warfeul, 4934 
Princeton avenue, were killed in the gollision. 


Street Car Men Negligent. 
: Motorman Day, 7052 Washington avenue, 
gaid he stopped the car fourteen feet east of 
the tracks, but a shanty built for the gate- 
man cut off his view. He gave no explana- 
tion of his failure to see it after his car 
passed the shanty. - — 

Conductor Dowler testified that he went 
ahead of his car with his red light, and, after 
looking up and down the track, signaled to 
Day to proceed, when the train was not more 
than’a block and a half away. Daj said the 
train was not more than 200 feet away when 
the front trucks of his car passed tbe tracks. 

Dowler has been in the employ of the com- 
pany about a month, during which time he 
has been on the extra list. The officials say 
he offered good references. He lives at 7152 
Woodlawn avenue. 


Many Unguarded Crossings. 

An investigation revealed the fact that 
many of the crossings of the steam railways 
and street rallways in South Chicago are not 
equipped with either gates or watchmen. A 
massmeeting to demand the enforcement of 
the ordinances with regard to gates and 
watéhmen and to consider plans for bring-. 
ing about track elevation will be held next 
week. , 

At the Seventy-third street crossing of the 
Belt Line railway and the South Chicago 
City railway and at the crossing of the Calu- 
met railway with the same tracks there are 
no gates. Where the Illinois Central crosses 
the City railway tracks at Seventy-fifth 
street, Windsor Park, there is no gateman 
after 7 o'clock p. m., and teamsters avoid 
the place at night. Two fast trains cross 
here at 7:15 o’clock in quick succession, and 
many serious accidents have been narrowly 


averted. 
Lives in Constant Jeopardy. 

At all hours of the day in the vicinity of 
South Chicago both street cars and passen- 
ger t are crowded with employés of the 
mills and steel works, and it is at the most 
dangerous places that there is the greatest 
neglect in the crossing protections. At Nine- 
ty-second street and Harbor avenue, where 
crowded cars are passing continually, there 
are no gates at the tracks of the Chicago and 
Western Indiana railroad. At Ninety-fourth 
street and . avenue there are no gates, 
and there is a like neglect at One Hundred 
and Fourth street and Torrens avenue. At 
Seventy-ninth street and Euclid avenue, 
where the Baltimore and Ohio tracks cross 
the tracks of the South Chicago City railway, 
there are no gates. 

The frequency of accidents at these cross- 
ings, many of which the police never learn 
of, has led to a widespread indignation among 
the residents of the district, and plans for the 
organization of a league to bring about the 
desired reform are under consideration.

Is Putting Up Mammoth Icehouse 
Without a Permit, Never Has 
Thought It Necessary to Consult 
City in Regard to Structures in the 
Stockyards — Seek Substitute for 
High Saloon License. : 


Building Commissioner Bartzen started an 
investigation Into building operations at the 
stockyards yesterday. He Jearned that the 
big packers never took the trouble to pay any 
attention to the building laws or his depart- 
mept, and started to find out the reason why. 

The discovery which started him was that 
Swift & Co. were building on the shores of 
Lake Calumet, inside the city limits, an ice- 
house 172 feet wide by 341 feet long and 46 
(feet high, @ structure! considerably bigger 
than the Coliseum. 

a only is it larger than is permitted by 
the ordinances but there was hothing in the 
records of the department to show such a 
building was being erected, no plans for it 
having been submitted or permit asked for. 


Inspector Robinson, who was in charge of the 


district when the icehouse was started, is 
now out of the service, and it was his suc- 
cessor, Inspector Fleming, who reported it. 

The inepector who coyld not see that 
building must have mighty poor eyesight,” 
was the comment of Commissioner Bartsen. 
This department is no training school for 
blind men,“ and he ordered a further investi- 
gation of what Swift & Co. might be doing 
in other places. 


Stockyards Building Stopped. 

It was found that at the stock yards they 
were putting in some additions to buildings 
and ereeting a pipe shed with the same re- 
freshing indifference to the laws and or 
dinances of the city of Chicago they had 
shown in the icehouse case. Work was or- 
dered stopped at once, and then the real es- 
tate agent for the company came up to the 


‘city hall to see about it. 


He explained, as he was taking out the 
necessary permits, that it never had been 
considered, inside the stockyards proper, 
necessary for the packers to go to the trouble 
of consulting the building department about 
such a little matter as making an addition 
or putting up a new structure. They just 
went abead and did it.

SALOONKEEPER LOSES SUIT. 


Appellate Court Sustains the Right of 
City to Revoke Licenses for Vio- 
lations of Ordinance, 


The branch Appellate court yesterday re- 
fused to order a renewal of a license for P. 
J. O’Hare’s saloon at 963 Fifty-Arst street, 
which was revoked by Mayor Harrison in 
July, 1904, after the saloonkeeper had been 
convicted in the Criminal court for violating 
the or@inance pertaining to wine rooms. 

The license was revoked at the request of 
the Hyde Park Protective asseciation, and 
mandamus proceedings were begun to com- 
pel the mayor to reiasue it. 

Judge Smith, who gave the opinion of the 


court, said the power conferring upon the | 


city council to license, regulate, and prohibit 
the selling or giving away of intoxicating 
liquors carried with it the power to impcse 
the condition that the license granted shall 
be subject to revocation for violation of any 
city ordinance. The Superior court's ruling 
in favor of O’Hare was reversed.

BUDGET ISKNIFED AGAIN. 


Finance Committee Defers Actiom 
on Pleas for Increase of 
Salaries. 


The double platoon system in the city fire 
department was opposed yesterday by Fire 
Marshal Campion at a meeting of the coun- 
cil finance committee. He recommended that 
instead 129 firemen should be added ta the 
force, and salaries of the members ‘of the de- 
partment increased 5 per cent. ie 

The recent test, he said, demonstrated that 
the double platoon system is not feasible 
unless provision is made to fill the places of 
the men who become sick or incapacftated 
for duty, and he could not recommend the 
change unless the city can afford the great 
expense involved. Tne committee postponed 
the consideration of the ordinances for the 
double platoon system and the salary in- 
crease until later. 7 

We tested the two platoon system for for- 
ty-nine days, and it was a grand success, 
Chief.Campion told the aldermen.” On the 
fiftieth day one of the firemen became sick, 
and the next day another one had to go to 
attend a funeral.“ 

The fire department estimate was cut down 
$78,000, The committee decided to postpone 
the equipment of several of thé proposed en- 
gine and hook and ladder houses until 1907, as 
the buildings will not be completed this year. 


Lewis Wants Moré Pay. 

Corporation Counsel Lewis gave the com- 
mittee his plan for regrading the salaries of 
the members of the city law department. He 
delicately refrained from plaging any amount 
opposite his name, leaving the column blank 
for the aldermen to fill in: He is known, 
however, to favor an increage in his own case 
from $6,000 to $11,000 a year. 

Col. Lewis asked for three assistants at 
$5,000—Thomas J. Sutherland, who already 
receives that salary,’ Maclay Hoyne, and 
William Barge; four agsistants at $3,000 
each, and one at $2,100. Another assistarit 
is named for $2,000, one for $1,800, three for 
$1,500, and the last for $1,200, making a total 
of fourteen assistants for $38,600. 

In the account of the traction and Wheaton 
case Col. Lewis show that $84,354 was ex- 
pended in the traction suits and $17,715 in 
the railroad case. ; 


Mayor’s Experts Are Discussed. 

When the mayor's contingent fund came up 
for discussion, the question of the employ- 
ment of experts was brought up. Mr, Mc- 
Gann said that A. B. Du Pont, the mayor's 
traction expert, h been paid $3,500 out 
of the $40,000 for last year, and that there 
still is some money due him. Ald. Bennett 
wanted to know the exact amount and Mr. 
McGann promised to obtain the figures, The 
controller declared there is always trouble 
with the civil service commission over thesal- 
aries of the experts hired by the mayor and 
council committeés, as the commission will 
not approve the pay rolls because they are not 
in its jurisdiction,

Ar- 
rivale are larger, and there is also talk of 
fair interior reserves. There is also talk of 
expected agrarian ots in the spring. Italy— 
The condition of crops ie satisfactory. India 
According to an official Indian report for 
the week ending Feb. 10, slight rains have 
fallen in the Punjab, which have benefited 
the crops. Good rains have fallen in some 
parts of the united provinces, but none inthe 
distréssed tracts. Dist is more acute in 
other famine areas, and onditione generally 
are unimproved.”’

There will be no mistaking the soundness | 
of the position of Chicago banks as a Whole, | 
apart from the troubles of the Bank of Amer- 

ica and the Jackson Trust and Savings. The 
America was not a bank in any sense except 
the name, and was without the pale of the 
associated institutions. It was ah excres- 
cence on the financial community. ; 

The Jackson Trust invited its own étfficul- 
ties by its manner of making loans and the 
connection of one of its officers with the 
Creelman Lumber company. A bank officer 
who will lend from $50,000 to $60,000, or more, 
to an adventurer in finance, and on collateral. 
for which there is no ready market, is doing 
that which invites trouble. A bank with 
$250,000 capital making a loan of the size in- 
dicated to one borrower is violating the spirit 
if not the letter of the state law, and such 
acts sooner or later become public. 

‘That kind of banking is responsible for the 
disquiet which the entire financial fraternity 
is now laboring under, and to say that a 
bank wilfully conducted in the wrong way 
should have the confidence of the public is 
to excuse wrong doing in the management 
of a public trust. It is entirely different 
from private wrong doing of the individual 
and for which the individual is responsible 
to himself alone. 

Again, the bank which after the exercise 
of reasonable prudence falls into misfortune 
usually will command the respect, good will, 
and cash of its competitcrs. Bank manage- 
ments which have used public funds as they 
would private ones have been known to get 
into trouble. 


Accidents to Be Expected. 
And there is nothing unusual about such 
occasional instances. Perfection in business 
methods has yet to be attained, and there 
are diseases and accidents incident to bank- 
ye as there are misfortunes in every day 
fe. 
But the good name of the Chicago banks 
as a whole will not be long or materially 
affected by the misdoings in isolated cases. 
It is believed that the severest critic would 
not be able to find in Chicago institutions 
as a whole any erroneous or dangerous bank- 
ing policy of an established character. There 
has been no high finance here. There has 
been no speculation in real estate or securi- 
ties. There has been no financing by the 
banks of industrial orother enterprises, and 
abstention from these gs is a policy, just 
as the opposite cqurse hay been the policy 
of important banks in othef cities. The pol- 


ing and prudent investments in established 
and salable securities. It is the exception 
that makes the rule.
